Threshermen Must Displey Card 


Comply With Requirements in Refer- 
ence to Noxious Weed Act in 
Saskatchewan 


Threshermen should take notice, 
states Mr. M. P. Tullis, Field Crops 
Commissioner in the Saskatchewan 
Department of Agriculture, that they 
are still required to display a card 
containing the provisions of Section 
23 The Noxious Weeds Act; in a prom. 
inent place upon the threshing ma- 
chine all the time that it is In opera- 
tion. 

Some confusion appears to have 
arisen over the fact that The Thresh- 
ers’ Lien Act was amended at the re 
cent session striking out of Section 2 
the words “who has complied with the 
provisions of The Noxious Weed Act.” 
This section of the Threshers’ Lien 
Act covers those who have a lien upon 
grain threshed for the purpose of se 
curing payment for threshing, This 
amendment has no bearing upon the 
application of Section 23 of The Nox 
ious Weeds Act, which is still in full 
force and effect, Threshermen 
therefore are advised to procure with- 
out delay the nefessary card from the 
Field Crops Branch, Department of 
Agriculture, Regina, and affix it to 
their machines.

The Public Suffers And Pays 

A newspaper despatch from Detroit on August 27 reported Henry Ford 
as saying that, as a result of the _coal shortage caused by the strike of the 
miners, 105,000 employees of the Ford Motor Company throughout the United 
States would be thrown out of employment on September 16, and that in addi- 
tion several hundred thousand other workers employed in industries furnish: 
ing materials for the Ford plants, would be forced into idleness. In other 
words, the means of livelihood. of between one and two million people would 
be cut off. 

These hundreds of thousands of men and their families are to suffer 
through no act of their own, nor because of any dispute with their employers 
—because it is well-known that the Ford employees are well paid and well 
treated—but solely because of a labor conflict between the coal operators and 
the miners, and the attempts being made to settle thir differnces of opinion 
by the waging of an industrial war, instead of endeavoring to reach an amic- 
able settlement through an arbitration conference. 

Why should these people be made the innocent victims of the unreason- 
ableness and greed of others? 1s our boasted civilization such a poor thing 
that leaders in public life, in finance and industry, and in the direction of or- 
ganized labor, cannot devise any better method of settling their disputes than 
by a resort to war? Are these leaders. so devoid of commonsense and in- 
telligence, so lacking In an appreciation of what constitutes right and justice, 
that they are ready and willing to inflict loss and suffering upon hundreds of 
thousands of absolutely innocent men, women and children? In their re- 
fusal to see any side to the questions confronting them but that in which is 
bound up their own selfish interests they are surely guilty of a ‘criminal in- 
tent far surpassing many acts punishable by severe penalties under the lawv 

The coal strikes in the Canadian Maritime Provinces and in Western Can- 
ada have been settled and the miners have returned to work, but only after 
enormous and quite unnecessary losses have been inflicted upon both parties 
to the disputes, which might just as well, and ought to have been, settled by 
conferences before the strikes took place instead of after the strikes. Miners 
and mine owners alike have lost money, the public exchequer has been 
put to heavy and unwarranted expense—all of which the public must, in the 
final analysis, pay. 

And now, with what is: generally admitted to be the second heayiest grain 
crop in the history of the Dominion to be transported by rail and boat to the 
markets of the world just beginning to move, our transportation systems will 
likewise be called upon to handle an enormous volume of coal traffic in order 
to fill up empty coal, sheds and bins which ought to have been handled dur- 
ing the slack months in grain moyement. Instead of our transportation sys- 
tems being enabled to spread the freight movement over a long period, they 
must cope with two peak-loads at one and the same time. 

Just what this meats in further loss cannot accurately be estimated, but 
anyone at all familiar with the subject knows that the loss will be consider- 
able because the business must be cared for in the most expensive instead of 
in the least expensive way. So, here again, the ypblic must pay. The loss 
falls upon them. This is clearly reyealed in present and prospective: coal 
prices and also in the warnings being issued of the probable difficulty of ob 
taining adequate supplies of coal when they are needed. .

F. W. Field, British Trade Commis- 
sioner, who returned-to Toronto after 
two months in England studying trade 
conditions there, states \that there 
is every cause for optimism. Gener- 
ally speaking, he said, the outlook was 
brighter than it was a year ago, and 
there was a better feeling among the 
business men of Britain. 

One of the most hopeful features, 
said Mr. Field, was that hundreds of 
representatives of British businesses 
were at present travelling about the 
world seeking markets and inyestigat- 
ing conditions. Many of these men, 
he said, would visit Canada, where 
their capital was again beginning te 
‘seek an outlet, . 

British manufacturers, he explalii® 
ed, were anxious to enter into co-Oper- 
ative relations with Canadian factor. 

Not only were 
they eager to place their money in 
Canadian enterprises, but ‘they were 
also seeking to make arrangements 
for the manufacturing unde joint 
directorates, of their products in Cat- 
adian factories already established.

Jermany is ore of the richest coun- 
tries in the world, according to a writ- 
er in the London Daily Mail.: Nation- | 
al wealth doés not consist of money 
but of tangible property and goods, 
and it ts, increased by production. 


Germany is, far wealthier - than 
France, All North Germany is a 
level plain, very fruitful and = easily 
cultivable, and it is opened up by a 
unique system of gently flowing, deep 
rivers which can be connected, while 
France has little level ground and 
only turbulent or small rivers. 


The principal wealth of nations is 
‘created nowadays in factories. Mod- 
ern industry depends upon coal, Ger- 
many has lost a good deal of coal by 
the ‘peace, but ‘in the Ruhr Valley 
alone she has about 200,000,000,000 
tons of coal—twelve times as much as 
all Francg and considerably more than 
the. United Kingdom, ‘the. writer 
states, : 


For international commerce Ger- 
many has the best position in the 
centre of Europe. Last, but not 
least she has more than 60,000,000 in- 
‘habitants, while France has less than 
40,000,000. Owing to her superiority 
in natural resources of every ‘kind in 
man power and therefore in praduc- 
tion, Germany is undoubtedly twice 
as rich as France, in the writer's 
opinion. ‘i 

Germany's industries .are extraor- 
dinarily ‘prosperous, but their pros- 

. perity is disguised as far as possible. 

German chemical imports are ham- 
pered by high tariffs, prohibitions and 
Government subsidies. Nevertheless 
‘gross profits in chemical industries in- 
creased ten-fold between 1916 and 
1921 and net profits eight-fold. j 


In one company, although gigantic | 


sums were written off and hidden in 
other “ ways,. says. the writer, divi- 
-dends equivalent to 320 per cent. on 
the capital of 1916 ere paid.

Stabilizer Of Markets 


The rapid ‘growth. of cold: storage in 
Canada during the pist quarter of a 


century is not surprisiig when the 
multifarious uses to which it is put 
are taken into consideration With 
out regard to climatic conditions, 
whether in the hot, torrid summer or 
cold winter months, the consumer can 
secure unseasonable goods in season 
able condition from thé cold storage 
plant Not only does the modern 
cold storage warehouse perform. the 
functions of a storehouse, but also 


acts as stabilizer to the state of sup 
ply, storing and distributing goods as 
tte state of the market Warrants. 

In 1907. the Canadian Government, 
recognizing the importance of cold 
storage facilities and desirous of hav- 
Ing a well-formulated policy Jor the 
future guidance of the industry, pass- 
ed a bill entitled “The Cold Storage 
Act.".. ‘This Act, among other things, 
provides for subsidies to individuals 
or companies towards the construction 
of cold storage warehouses open to 
the public, and is administered by the 
Federal Department of Agriculture, 
Up to and ineluding 1920, the Domin- 
jon Government lad subsidized 3 
cold storage plants, with a refrigerat- 
ed space of 4,928,304 cubic feet, tagthe 
extent of $684,856, . 

A census of subsidized and. not-sub- 
sidized cold storage plants in Canada 
in 1920 by the Federal Bureau of Stat- 
istics, disclosed the fact that there 
were 322 plantg in Operation with a 
refrigerated space of 33,247,774 cubic 
feet. Ontario led all other provinces, 
accounting for 99 plants with a space 
of 11,100,757 eubie feet. Quebec was 
second with 56 Warehouses and a 
space of 6,298,104; followed by British 
Columbia with 38, 4,129,208; Manitoba,” 
42, 4,006,147; Alberta, 20, 8,806,835; 
Saskatchewan, 22,° 1,560,306; Nova 
Scotia, 18, 1,097,976; New Brunswick, 
22, 969,541; Prince Edward Island, 4, 
234,000; and the Yukon, 1, 44,900. 

The meat industry is probably the 
best example of the usefulness of cold 
storage In Canada. The prairie prov-, 
inces, which are big producers of 
meat, are located at a considerable 
distance from. their main markets, 
which in the early ranching days was 
an almosf insurmountable obstacle to 
the growth of the industry, forcing 
the ranchers to ship their cattle long 
distances, resulting in a loss of weight 
of cattle during shipment. With the 
establishment of cold storage plants 
at convenient points throughout the 
prairies, this loss was reduced to a 
minimum, and the packer was able to 
put up large quantities of meat pro- 
ducts without fear of deterioration 
thrqugh lack of immediate sale, . In 
order that these products might redeh 
distant markets in a fresh condition, 
a special railway car was devised with 
cold storage accommodation, large. 
numbers of which are in daily use. 

‘In the fruit districts of British’ Col- 
umbia and the Maritime Provinces, 
cold storage facilities have been es- 
tablished on a large scale without 
which the annual loss to the growers. 
would amount to millions of dollars. 
It is seldom that the market can ab- 
sorb. the total fruit crop at time -of - 
marketing, and it is therefore neces- 
sary to store the surplus or manufac- 
ture it into jam in order to avoid loss. 
In this way, Httle If any fruit is lost 
through, spoilage, and the surplus is 
stored until a more opportune time 
presents itself for disposing of the 
erop. : 

Another manner in which cold stor- 
age is utilized and which is probably 
the most familiar to the average citi- 
zen, is the storage of poultry and 
dairy products, During the summer 
months it is essential that these com- 
inodities be kept in a coor place, and |. 
doled out as market, conditions de- 
mand, Ih that way a well-balanced 
state ‘or supply between the producer 
and consumer is established, 

There are now in the course of con- 
struction Throughout Canada, or have 
been completed since the last census 
was taken, several modern and: com- 
modious plants, notably that of the 
Montreal Harbor Commisison’s ware- 
house, which is one of the largest on 
the North American continent. This 


| plant is designed to provide 2,000,000 


cuble feet of dry storage, 1,500,000 
feet of cold sierage and another mil- 
lion feet of cool storage. ‘The build- 
ing is estimated to cost in the neigh- 
borhood of $2,250,000.
